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BUILDING INSPSCTOR REPORTS 276 NEW 
HOMES STARTED IN 1961. 


The record of St. Albert's Progress 
is still impressive. Two hundred and 
seventy — six new homes have been start 
ed in 1961. On January 1, 1961 there 
were 161 homes under construction and 
on December 31, 1961 there were 154 
under construction. Two hundred and 
eighty three homes have been occupied 
during 1961. A check of these shows 
161 occupied in Grandin Park, 105 in 
Sturgeon Heights, 8 in Braeside and 9 
in Mission Park. The population in 
January 1961 was 3800 and at the first 
of this year approximately 5000 were 
residents. 


ALBERTA ARCHANOLOGICAL SOCIETY MEETS 


Dr. J. D. Campbell, Palaeobotanist 
of the Research Council of Alberta, 
spoke on "Microbotany in the Service of 
Archaeology". His first illustration 
was a black lumpy object of a type 
often mistakenly called "fossil pemmi- 
can" when dug up in Jentral Alberta, 
but in reality the resting stage or 
seleratium of a subterranean fungus 
parasitizing white poplar trees. 

Dr. Campbell went on to explain how 
a study of microscopic spores and pol— 
len grains preserved along with ancient 
human remains can yield information a- 
bout the conditions under which people 
lived. While pollen grains can be used 
to date antiquities, their pre-eminent 
use is in determining climatic environ- 
ment; they picture clearly what plants 
were present and the plants are strict- 
ly controlled by the climate. Dr. 
Campbell used a Buffalo Jump at Cayley 
in Southern Alberta as an illustration 
of this concept; he recently used a 
pollen-study of various layers excavat- 
ed there to trace changes in climate 
‘through successive periods of human 
activity, and he showed a possible re- 
lationship between a distinct climatic 
shift (from pine forest to prairie) 
and a major break in the pattern of 
human culture. 

Micro-examination of wood too yields 
information useful to Archaeology, Dr. 
Jampbell said - such as the preferred 
raw materials for ancient tools and 
construction, and the forest and clin- 
atic environment. Besides this, a 
study of the relative widths of annual 
rings in wood, or dendrochronology, is 
used to determine absolute dates of any 
larger wooden object found in a human 
occupation site. While the method is 
largely outmoded by radioactive carbon 
age determinations, its cheapness still 
makes it attractive. Dr. Campbell sug— 
gested in conclusion that a dendrochro- 
nological sequence worked out on the 
white poplar in Central Alberta might 
prove useful. 


DISTRICT FARMER DIES SUDDENLY 


On January 3rd Mr. Adolph Van Houck, 
well known farmer of the St. Albert 
District, passed away very suddenly at 
the age of 76. Funeral mass was held 
in the St. Albert Roman Catholic Church 
on January 8, followed by interment in 
the St. Albert Cemetery. Mr. Van Houck 
leaves to mourn his loss his wife 
Leonie, one son, Joseph of St. Albert, 
and 2 daughters, Mrs. Marie Gagnon of 
St. Albert and Mrs. Bertha Williams of 
Winterburn. He is also survived by one 
brother and three sisters in Belgium 
and by 13 grandchildren. 

Mr. Van Houck first came to Canada 
in 1910 and spent some time in the St. 
Albert district. He then moved to the 
United States and returned to the Edmon- 
ton area in 1920 and farmed at several 
locations prior to 1937 when he settled 
near St. Albert, where he lived on the 
farm until his death.
